SHIPMENT OF DEAD ANIMALS 


In Some Instances Shippers Have Vio­ 
lated Regulations of Agricul­ 
tural Department. 
AS A cam ois* > 
ISSUE-J AM FOR 
WOMfW’S SUFFRAGE ti 
It has come to the attention of the 
lT. S. departm ent of agriculture that 
iii some instances shippers of live stock 
have violated the regulation of the de­ 
partm ent prohibiting the shipment of 
dead animals in the same cur with 
live animals. 
The regulation, which 
was adopted February IU, 1915, ami 
amended July I, 1U16, is as follows; 
“No dead animal shall be transport­ 
ed, offered, or accepted for transpor­ 
tation in the same car with live ani­ 
mals from the original point of ship­ 
ment in any State or Territory or the 
District of Columbia to or through any 
other State, Territory, or the District 
of Columbia.” 
The foregoing regulation is binding 
alike upon individual shippers, rail­ 
roads, and other carriers. 
Violation 
of the regulation is punishable by a 
fine of $100. 
The original regulation, 
B. A. I. Or dor 210, aud the later, 
amended regulation, B. A. I. Order 245, 
were promptly made public, but it is 
possible that some individual shippers 
are not fam iliar with the regulation. 
They should hereafter be careful to 
observe it. 
Failure by several rail­ 
roads to observe the regulation has 
already resulted in prosecutions of 
them and the imposition of penalties.

An agricultural investigator, after 
I series of tests, has come to the 
conclusion that meat-fed c-hlcks make 
pucker and cheaper gains than oth­ 
ers, regardless of size, and that chicks 
darted on a ration deficient in ani- 
nal 
food 
never 
regain 
their 
lost 
ground. 
In some of his own experi­ 
ments he found that hens without 
neat generally began laying before 
neat-fed hens and maintained their po­ 
sition for weeks and even months oil 
such rations. 
He concludes that a1- 
bough the work done by most investi­ 
gators has usually shown a decided su­ 
periority for the meat-fed laying hens, 
here is sufficient evidence the other 
vay to w arrant further investigation. 
In the fattening of fowls, animal food 
las appeared to be essential to the 
lest results, except when milk has 
leen used, but of the various sources 
there seems to he little preference 
iside from convenience or economy. 
The substitutes for animal fowl in 
common use are milk, milk albumen, 
:>r dried milk, vegetable sources of 
[irotein, and bone ash or phosphate 
sources. 
Milk albumen has not gen­ 
erally given good results. 
Milk, sour 
lr otherwise, has given conflicting re­ 
sults. 
Vegetable protein when used 
under favorable conditions, has often 
given as good results as when protein 
from animal sources has been used. 
Results of feeding bone ash or some 
carrier of phosphorus Indicate that 
<o;ne of the advantage that has been 
claimed for animal protein 
y pos­ 
sibly be due to the mineral matter con­ 
tained in the meat scrap or cut bone.
